Re: Message received concerning return of additional patent assignment 



Dear Dr. Heine: 

On June 22, 2001, under extortionary duress, false pretenses, threats and other actions 
Chromaceutical Advanced Technologies, Inc., was forced to accept a $1.00 payment for unique 
property including intellectual knowledge and work produced by our Company and me, that 
detailed the mechanism, description, profitable future uses and implementation of an invention 
specifically cited as Attorney Docket BG-002XQ800, Patent Application number 60/243,843. 
The payment was in complete abrogation of responsible, fair and agreed to payment obligations 
for services rendered to The Bendiner Group, LLC, which was the predecessor of the Bender 
Group, LLC, which preceded the Wonders of Water, LLC, which preceded Ingenuity, LLC. 
Ingenuity, LLC represented as a North Carolina limited liability company, called the 'Assignee' 
indicated that if the $1.00 was not paid to the Assignor(s) within 90 days from the date the 
"Assignment" was signed, the intellectual property would revert back to the Assignors). 

On August the 29, 200, within the 90 day period, $1.00 in cash was received "to complete 
the formalities of the assignment procedure" in your words, to Ingenuity, LLC. In compliance 
with your request we were "Thanked" for providing your office with an electronic manuscript 
that facilitated your timely submission of the patent application which was however, clearly 
modified by someone for eventual use. 

All interactions with the entity stated as Ingenuity, LLC and its principals ceased with the 
June 22, 2001 assignment agreement, the assignment was completed as requested, money ($1.00) 
being paid, money ($1.00) being accepted and the patent application was submitted by the one 
year anniversary of the provisional patent date. We have nothing to do with any representations 
beyond the specified June 22, 2001 assignment and agreement date that we already satisfied in 
total.
